Fleeing Where ? 


The Axis troops in Libya are on the 
run—those which have the means of 
running. The others are hiding in scat- 
tered pockets along the coast, where 
they can be mopped up at leisure. The 
mobile part of Rommel’s army is dash- 
ing wildly for the west—with the Brit- 
ish tanks and trucks in hot pursuit 
and R.A.F. planes delaying the fugi- 
tives by blowing up roads and supply 
depots ahead of them. 

Defeated as the enemy forces are, | 
this flight may have some other object | 
than to get as far from the pursuers as | 
possible and keep out of their hands | 
for a few more days or weeks. Ahead | 
—a long way ahead—lies the Vichy 
territory of Tunisia, which Hitler was 
reported a few days ago to have been 
given permission to occupy. A week | 
Since the Mediterranean fleet sank an | 
Axis convoy suspiciously near to the 
Tunisian coast. It is not beyond possi- 
bility that an Axis army is already in | 
the making in that territory, and that | 
Rommel hopes to get a substantial part 
of his mobile forces across the border 
to join it. 

Hitler's planes have been scarce on 
the Russian front of late. They did not 
go to Libya. But perhaps they went to 
Tunisia, carrying men and supplies 
with which to build up another army 
there with the remnants of Rommel’s 
forces—which are heading west at a 
rate to suggest they are trying to get 
Somewhere and not merely to 
lose themselves in the desert.

To 
be average, to pursue the middle way, 
to temper the intellect and work to the 
common run, to denigrate and debunk the 
great, to “get by with things,” to make 
pleasure and leisure the aim of life, to 
indulge in fatuous optimism, to be certain 
that in some way “everything will turn 
out all right,” and to run screaming after 
a scrapegoat if it didn’t: 

I accuse us. I accuse the twentieth 
centurry American, I accuse me. 


Must Work 


We shall not “get by” with our lives. 
We shall have to work, and fight, on a 
quite different level, if this nation under 


God shali survive and have a new birth 
of freedom. 
Let us pay tribute to those amongst 


us who have not accepted the philosophy 
of mediocrity. Let us pay tribute to the 
efficient and the brave. Let us pay tribute 
to Colin Kelly. 

He, too, was an American. No spirit 
of “it's good enough” animated the young 
man of 26 who sank the Haruna, No senti- 
mentality marked the proud testimony of 
his wife. He died at twenty-six, having 
accomplished all that a man could hope 
to do, if he lived to be ninety.

The truth is that the Red Army has 
surprised the world. And the most startling 
thing about it is that almost a miracle of 
transformation has been effected between 
the last war and the present one. 

The Russian soldier of the last war was 
not a success, He was jill-fed, ill-equipped, 
poor-spirited and most poorly-led. 

Consequently, the entrance of Russia 
into the war was not considered, a year 
ago, to be an important factor one way or 
another. For -in spite of Russia’s huge 
manpower, few observers believed she was 
capable of sustained effort. 


Great Performance 


That is why her performance in this war 
has been so astonishing. That is why the 
world is practically agape at the miracu- 
lous change through which her soldiers 
have been revealed as some of the very 
best on earth. 

It is why I myself harzarded the state- 
mént some months ago that if Communism 
was responsible for this change, all the 
allied nations could stand a little shot of 
Communism. 

It is well, however, that we should un- 
derstand the true nature of Russia’s trans- 
formation. For it is ridiculous to assume 
that Communism, in itself, was respons- 
ible for Russia's amazing awakening. 

It is more true to say that Communism 
was a paralle] development to this stirring 
of Russia’s fighting spirit. That is to say, 
both Communism and the new spirit of 
Russia were derived from a common 
source, from some spiritual quality which 
has lain dormant in the Slavie people for 


centuries. 
Spiritual Origin 


For the birth and origin of Communism 
were essentially spiritual things. No mat- 
ter how the outward manifestations of 
Commuuism became debased, no matter 
how harshly materialistic was the political 
evolution of the doctrine, the fact remains 
that the creed itself was based on a splen- 
did catholicity of view—on a wonderful 
dream of the brotherhood of man. 

It was this basic conception’ of brother- 
hood, surely an essentially Christian con- 
ception, that enabled Maxim Litvinoff at 
Geneva to boldly propose the disarmament 
of the whole world — a proposal that 
shocked the other nations which professed 
more Christianity and probably under- 
stood somewhat less of the meaning of it. 

The alleged declaration of Lenin that 
“religion is the opium of the people” was 
the most absurd paradox in the entire his- 
tory of the revolution. Only long centuries 
of Christian training and devotion could 
have enabled the Russians, no matter how 
bloody and unchristian their course later 
became, to understand and appreciate the 
meaning of that world brotherhood upon 
which the doctrine was based. 

The Russians have a fine world record 
of intellectual achievement — always 
touched by a spiritual quality. Russian 
literature and music are outstanding. Some 
of our most enlightened psychologists are 
Russians. Russia has contributed heavily 
to biology and surgery. 

And the final ironic commentary on 
the ridiculous claim that Russia has aban- 
doned religion is found in the fact that 
the greatest theologian since St, Thomas 
Aquinas is a Russian, 

The Russians are essentially religious.
